Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 5, Willard (U.S. 6.374,405) teaches a system and 

method for scheduling delivery of packets from a broadcast station to a receiving station 
where the start time is calculated relative to a predetermined end time. Willard fails to 
teach the storage of a predetermined end time and the calculation of a scheduling start 
time relative to the stored scheduling end time according to the received processing 
requests. 

Regarding claims 2-4 and 6-11, these claims are allowed for the reasons 
indicated in the previous Office Action. 

Regarding claim 12 and 13. these claims are allowed for the same reasons as 
claims 2 and 4, respectively, as indicated in the previous Office Action. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
